Claims 1-10 

The subject matters of claims 1-10 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-3. 
Document 1 describes SCID mice having a human fetal liver fragment or fetal thymic tissue fixed in their 
renal capsules. 

Document 2 describes to the effect that cancer metastasis is studied using SCID mice grafted with normal 
ling tissue or lung cancer tissue. 

Document 3 describes a SCID mouse that was administered with an anti-asialo GM1 antibody for 
inhibiting natural killer cells and subsequently grafted with human lymphocytes. 

Since it is publicly known from documents 1-3 to produce a model animal in which an immuno-deficient 
animal called a SCID mouse is grafted with a human organ or cancer tissue, it is not considered difficult to 
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obtain a model animal in which a SCID mouse is grafted with a human liver cirrhosis tissue. 

Furthermore, the subject matters of claims 1-10 exhibit an effect only to such an extent that it can be 
predicted. (The invention of the present application merely confirms that human liver cirrhosis tissue can be 
taken in the kidney.) 
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
